FIRST DAY— MORNING SESSION 

New Orleans, La., January 28th, 1914. 

The Forty-sixth Annual Session of the Louisiana Annual 
Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church convened at 
8:30 a. m. at Wesley Church, Bishop Wilbur P. Thirkield, 
D. D., LL. D., presiding. 

Devotional exercises were conducted by the Bishop, who 
in a very impressive and edifying spirit read and commented 
on the 2nd chapter of 1st Corinthians. Hymn sung, "And are 
we yet alive?" Prayer by the Bishop, after which the Bishop 
exhorted the Conference to observe the rules of Conference 
deportment as never before. The Sacrament of the Lord's 
Supper was administered by the Bishop, assisted by the Dis- 
trict superintendents, Dr. E. C. Clemons and Rev J. L. Wilson. 
They read in concert the Ritualistic service for the commu- 
nion. The Secretary, J. A. Lindsay, called the roll and the 
absentes were noted. The Conference stood with bowed heads 
while the names of the following, who had deceased during 
the year, were called: H. T. O. Abbott, Nelson Burton, Wil- 
liam Ector, M. P. Franklin, D. M. Seals and D. D. Williams.

J. S. Jones, Pierre Landry, 60 cents. C. C. Landry, J. A. Landry, 
W. H. Lang, F. M. Lashington, R. F. Long, J. F. Marshall, J. J. 
Obe, D. G. Pharris, C. W. Reeves, T. F. Robinson, Arthur Robinson, 
J. E. Rolax, D. S. Sloan, Frank Walker, H. J. Wright, John Wise, 
D. H. Young, H. C. Armston, Allen Luster, J. H. Rylander, C. S. 
Stanley; total $32.60. Being pressed for time, the Conference 
anxious to adjourn, motion of W. Scott Chinn, seconded by T. F. 
Robinson, that the same officers be elected for the ensuing year, 
the motion prevailed.

The business of the Society not being finished the Board of Con- 
trol was called to meet in the office of The Southwestern Christian 
Advocate, 631 Baronne street, New Orleans, on Feb. 25, 1914, at 
11 a. m., to finish the regular business of the board and the sec- 
retary is to notify all members of the board to be present in person 
ro proxy, the meeting adjourned as per agreement.

New Orleans, La., Feb. 25, 1914. 

The Board of Control of the Preachers' Aid Society of the Louis- 
iana Conference met pursuant to adjournment with the Rev. P. W. 
Clark presiding. After devotion, the secretary* called the roll and 
the following were present: P. W. Clark, C. W. Reeves, J. J| Obee, 
H. J. Wright, Hubbard Daniels, W. H. Lang, D. S. Sloan, F. T. 
Chinn. H. J. Wright had the proxy of J. F. Marshall, and F. T. 
Chinn had the proxy of W. Scott Chinn, and they were marked as 
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present. The following were absent, viz: J. O. Brown, J. O. Rich- 
ard and W. J. M. Price. 

The minutes of the last meeting were read and approved. The 
report of the treasurer was read, and on motion duly seconded and 
carried, the report was adopted. (See report of treasurer). 

The following brethren who borrowed money last year at Lake 
Charles paid, viz: D. S. Sloan, Israel Turner, J. D. H. Prasier, J. H. 
Thompson and F. T. Chinn. The following ones have not paid, viz: 
Henry Taylor, I. R. Scott and Hubbard Daniels, making a total of 
$17.00 yet due to the society on money borrowed in Lake Charles 
in 1913. Rev. Reeves was to see Rev. Henry Taylor and collect 
same at once and the Rev. Daniels promised to pay what he owes 
to Rev. Reeves in 30 days. Revs. Daniels and Clark paid their 
annual dues at this meeting. 

On motion, duly seconded and carried, that the secretary will 
cause to be published in the Southwestern Christian Advocate the 
notice "that all members of Conference who desire to continue as 
members of this Society will have 90 days from the adjournment 
of the Conference to pay their annual dues, which will be till the 
second day of May this year; after that day they who have not 
paid will not be members nor entitled to vote or be a beneficiary of 
this Society. 

Report — H. J. Wright made report on the Martin property 
that was donated to the Society, and the fact that the property had 
been sold and if we wanted it the Society would have to pay $300 
for same, as when the donation was made there was a mortgage on 
the whole tract and that matter was overloked by the donor. 

The money that is in the United States Security Bank for the 
Society will have to be drawn by a resolution drawn up by the board 
authorizing the committee to draw it in the name of the Society. 
This was done, and the following committee was authorized to draw 
the money in the name of the Society, viz: C. W. Reeves, D. S. Sloan 
and Hubbard Daniels. 

The Priestly property being kept at a loss to the Society, it 
was decided to appoint a committee to look into the whole affair 
and make the necessary arrangements to sell it and to report the 
facts to the board at the next meeting of the board, which is called 
to meet in Alexandria, La., the day before the convening of the 
Annual Conference. The committee: D. S. Sloan, C. W. Reeves and 
W. Scott Chinn. 

The sum of $5.00 was allowed to publish the proceedings of our 
meetings in the Journal of the Louisiana Conference and Mr. Reeves 
and F. T. Chinn were appointed to look at this matter and to have 
the proceedings published. 

The case of Brother Clark was presented, he being sick for the 
last two months and not able to do his work as pastor, the board 
granted him a donation of twenty ($2 0.00) dollars. 

The application of Brother J. H. Rylander for help was read 
and in view that we did not think the case was of such a nature as 
demanded a reply in money the secretary was instructed to inform 
him that the Society could not grant his request. 

The application for loans from the following brethren was pre- 
sented: J. S. Jones, for $10.00; W. H. Lang, for $5.00, and D. S 
Sloan, for $30.00. The board granted the loan to W. H. Lang for 
$5.00 with interest, also Brother Sloan $30.00 with interest, the* 
both being indorsed by responsible parties not members of the 
board; the other not having the proper indorsement was not granted. 

The board deplores the criticism that It has to endure from 
some of the members of our Conference, and ask they suspend 
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judgment till they pay their annual dues and become members ol 
the Preachers' Aid Society of the Louisiana Annual Conference. 

The board decided that hereafter no member of the board 
would indorse tor money borrowed by the brethren.

To the Rev. Bishop John M. Walden, D. D., lu L. D.: 

The name of John M. Walden has every right to a place by the 
side of the great emancipators of the Negro race. Realizing that 
physical liberty must be reinforced by spiritual and intellectual 
freedom, Bishop John M. Walden, in the terrible reconstruction, 
became the champian and peerless defender of the Negro's second 
emancipation. He was one of the founders, the first corresponding 
secretary and afterwards the president of the Freedmen's Aid 
Society. 

He was one of the publishing agents of the Methodist Book Con- 
cern, a Bishop of the Methodist Episcopal Church; as such his 
worth can neither be recorded in words nor tabulated in figures.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON MEMOIR. 

Rev. Moses P. Franklin, born 1852 and died October 13, 1913, in 
the full triumph of faith. 

He joined the Louisiana Annual Conference in 1882 and con- 
tinued in the effective work until death. 

Brother Franklin was a man of some conviction. Strong in will 
power; invincible in all of his struggles; a man of great integrity, 
sympathetic but firm; as a husband was kind and devoted; as a 
pastor he was faithful in attending his flock; as a preacher he was 
profound, persuasive in bringing conviction to the hearts of his 
hearers, and made them feel he was sent from God. He was jolly 
and carried sunshine in his face. 

During his last illness he had lost the use of his lower limbs, 
and on one occasion he was seen crawling in the Church, after 
getting in he sat up in the chair and preached the gospel to the 
people. He served sixteen churches and circuits during his pas- 
torate, and the end came to him serving Jeanerette, where he died 
in grat peace. 

Rev. William Ector was born in Louisiana over 60 years ago, 
and died at Fisher, May 4, 1913. He joined the Methodist Episcopal 
Church 40 years ago, and was admitted on trial in the Louisiana 
Annual Conference in 1888 and was retired in 1911. 

He was noted for evangelistic work and church building. He 
organized the congregation and erected the Church at Kingston, 
and contributed liberally out of his scant means to the building 
expense, which stands as a memorial to him. He is not, for God 
took him. 

Rev. H. T. O. Abbot was among the pioneers of Louisiana Metho- 
dism. He was admitted on trial in the Louisiana Conference in 
18 68 and was retired in 1913. The end came to him at Shreveport, 
October 25, 1913. 

Rev. Nelson Burton was admitted on trial in the Louisiana Con- 
ference in 1887, and was retired in 1910. He gave 23 years of 
service as a minister before his life's work was ended. His illness 
was of short duration. He died October 23 at Asbury. 

Rev. Dudly M. Seals was admitted on trial in the Louisiana An- 
nual Conference on his credential from the Baptist Church in 1889. 
He was transferred to the East Tennessee Conference in 1902 and 
returned to the Louisiana Conference by transfer in 1903. He 
served faithfully the church twenty-four years. His failing health 
caused his relation to be changed from effective to retired in 1913. 
He bore his sufferings with Christian fortitude and the end came 
to him in great peace, December 18, 1913. 
To Rev. D. D. Williams 

Was admitted on trial in the Louisiana Conference in 1906, and 
died at Hahnville December 21, 1913. His ministerial life was 
short. He served the Church faithfully.
